after the United Nations did not act against

The U S Postal Service will have to

Forsberg said at a news conference that 
the flight cessation resulted from “ the lack 
of effective international measures to 
stem the tide of unlawful interference 
with civil aviation and constitutes a strong 
expression of deep concern and soUdarity

ALF^A F^resident John J 
O’Donnell 
cited what he said was the United Nations’ 
failure to take effective action regarding 
enforcement of internaUonal convictions 
against hijackers and extortionists 
At the United Nations, meanwhile, the

support Hanoi’s mes.sages to .Moscow (it’s 
no secret we can intercept them) hav e 
become increasingly bitter and suspicious

M cGov ern, 
ahead 
in 
the 
presidential standings 


Kissinger is guarded, nev ertheless, about 
the prospects for a negotiated peace He 
doesn’t expect Hanoi to settle the war at 
least until after the Nov ember election 
The North Vietnamese will want to be sure 
whom the next president will be before 
they come to terms 


Kissinger also 
had 
the exasperating 
expenence of negotiating with the Hanoi 
crowd ev en before he came to the White 
House He played an unpublicized role in 
the 1967 negotiations that led. ultimately, 
to the bombing halt 


As a Harv ard professor. Kissinger joined 
a group of Pugwash participants who 
discussed the Vietnam war in Paris in June 
1967 
He 
became close 
to a 
FTemh 
scientist. Herbert Marcov ich. and another 
Frenchm an, Raymond Aubrac. who had 
once tak en Ho Chi Minh into his home in 
P ans Aubrac. therefore, had access to the 
aging Ho in Hanoi 


Kissinger arranged through friends in 
Washington for Marcov ich and Aubrac to 
deliv er a message to the Hanoi leadership, 
offenng 
“to stop all aerial and nav al 
bombardment of North Vietnam when this 
will 
lead 
prom ptly 
to 
productiv e 
discussions ”
